AND NOW, this 3rd day of July, 2013, the Eastern 

District of Pennsylvania having adopted a resolution eliminating 

pro hac vice fees in multidistrict litigation ("MDL") cases, it 

is hereby ORDERED that Administrative Order No. 23, which dealt 

with pro hac vice admission for purposes of MDL 875, is REVISED 

to indicate that counsel no longer need to submit a one-time 

payment of an attorney admission fee for purposes of practicing 

in the MDL. 

However, to be admitted pro hac vice for purposes of 

MDL 875, an attorney still must register on the Eastern District 

of Pennsylvania's Electronic Case Filing (ECF) system. 

No formal motion is required. To register on ECF, each 

attorney must submit an Electronic Case Filing (ECF) Registration 

Form, available at http://www.paed.uscourts.gov/us01013.asp and 

attached hereto as Exhibit "A." The form can be mailed to the 

Clerk of the Court or submitted online, and should indicate that 



the attorney wishes to be admitted pro hac vice for purposes of 

MDL 875. 

By registering on ECF for purposes of pro hac vice 

admission in MDL 875, counsel agrees to review and become 

familiar with the Pennsylvania Rules of Professional Conduct and 

the rules of this Court, agrees to be bound by them, and consents 

to discipline thereunder.
